He will locate his stud at 
Kingston Stock Farm, near Lexing-

& Gentry. 

— Churchill Downs, the most historic 
race track in America, has been pur- 
chased by Col. W. E. Applegate, 
Jerome Respess, of Covington, Capt. 
S. S. Brown, of Pittsburg, and Matt 
Winn, president of the American Turf 
Association. The price paid is said 
to be $135,000.

—Late estimates indicate that the 
coming orange and lemon crops in 
California will be record breakers. 
Shipments, it is declared, will reach 
35,000 cars, and may go to 40,000. The 
yield of the current year, as given by 
the Southern California fruit exchange 
shows that the last crop yielded to 
growers $7,000,000. The output of the 
coming, year on the same basis, will 
produce $12,000,000. 

— Of all the tobacco consumed in 
the civilized world statistics show that 
the United States burns up more than 
two-thirds, a total estimate of 440,- 
000,000 pounds. The per capita con- 
sumption is 5.4 pounds, which is ex- 
ceeded by the natives of Belgium, who 
use 6.21 pounds per annum each. Ger- 
many, with 201,783,000, and Russia, 
with 150,224,000, were the only other 
countries which last year consumed 
more than 100,000,000 > pounds of 
tobacco. Belgium shows the highest 
per capita ;the United States is second ; 
Russia’s is but 1.1 pounds and Italy’s 
is even lower with 1.05 pounds. 

— A Lexington correspondent to the 
Courier-Journal has the following to 
say of a Bourbon boy and a Bourbon 

stable: 

“Jos. S. Hawkins, trainer and part 
owner of the stable of P. J. Millett & 
Co., has arrived here and will proba- 
bly spend the winter inLexington. He 
sent La Pucella an4 Leta Duffy from 
Louisville to Latonia in charge of 
Jack Baker, and the rest of his string 
have been turned out or returned to 
their owners. Mr. Hawkins made a 
record this season which is probably 
uusqualed. He started 'out with a 
string of ten, all of which, except La 
Pucelle and Miss Doyle, were two- 
vear-olds. With this bunch he won 
forty-seven races and was second and 
third innumerable times which he 
didn’t try to count. Mr. Hawkins 
will start out next spring probably 
with a string of his own, and he may 
get together a stable for New Or- 
leans.”

— By a majority of one vote the 
Kentucky Synod of the Synod of the 
Southern Presbyterian church at 
Louisville accepted the report of the 
committee favoring Danville for the 
location of the college for the higher 
education of women. At the same 
time it was announced that James A. 
Shuttle worth, of Louisville, gives 
fourteen acres adjoining Caldwell Col- 
lege as an additional inducement for 
the location of the institution in Dan- 
ville. This property is valued at $25,- 
000 . 

The discussion of the Committee on 
the Higher Education of Women open- 
ed up tne whole question of co-opera- 
tion with the Northern church. It 
was claimed that such a step would 
lead the way to organic union. This 
does not finally dispose of; the matter, 
for th 3 committee has power ‘only to 
confer with a similar committe from 
the Northern church, and must report 
any action for accptance or rejection 
by the Synod of 1906. 



The government report shows that 
so far the wheat crop is five million 
bushels, and the oat and barley crops 
two million bushels each behind the 
estimate on Angust 1. But the Chicago 
Inter-Ocean points out that these 
comparatively slight deficiencies are 
more than made up by the corn crop, 
which is likely to be more than 31,- 
000,000 bushels more than was esti- 
mated on August 1. The Inter-Ocean 
says: “Already it is certain that the 

wheat crop will be above the average, 
and the yield of oats the second lar- 
gest on record. But the wealth now 
maturing in America’s corn is almost 
beyond comprehension. The corn 
crop is expected to be not less than 
1,625,000,000 bushels, or 158,000,000 
bushels more than the big crop of last 
year. If anyone has fretted a little 
over the weather of the last few days 
he may be consoled that such warmth 
is worth about $10,000,000 a day to the 
country in maturing the corn crop.”

Sable Island’s Wild Horses.

Sable Island, which lies about eighty 
miles to the southward of Nova Scotia, 
consists of an accumulation of sand, 
forming a pair of ridges united*at,the 
two ends and inclosing a shallow 
lake ; tracts of grass are to be met 
with in places, as wellj^as pools of 
fresh water, 

The droves of wild horses, or ponies, 
and herds of seals appear to be the 
chief mammalian inhabitants of the 
island. It is generally supposed that 
the original stock was landed from a 
Spanish wreck early in the sixteenth 
century, although some writers make 
the introduction much later. 

Twenty-five years ago the number 
of ponies was estimated at 500 ; at the 
present day there are less than 200, 
divided into to troops. 

Not more than two-thirds of these 
are pure bred, the remainder beirg 
the offsprings of mares crossed with 
introduced stallions. 

The author comments on the strik- 
ing likeness of these wild ponies to 
the horses of the Parthenon frieze 
and to the now exterminated tarpan 
of tartary. They also seem to resem- 
ble the wild horse s of Mexico, al- 
| though their coat is doubtless longer.
